 Andthe End was ſuitable to their Beginning, they firſt praftiled theſe Crimes upn 
»heir own Country-men, the Englith, and then continurd them on to Strangers and Fo- 
reigners : For the Ship in which this Piracy was committed, was an Engliſh Veſſel, called 
The Charles the Second, belonging to ſeveral Merchants of thus City, deſigned for other 
Ends, and afar different Voyage, which by theje Criminals, with the Aſſiſtance of one 
Every, their Captain, in all theſe Villames, was ſeized near the Groyn in Spain, in 
May 1694. 'from which place, having firſt by Force, jet Captain Gibſon the Commander, 
on Shoar, they carried off the Ship, and with it committed many and great Pyracies, for 
feveral Tears (as will appear in the Courſe of the Evidence ) in moſt of the parts of the known 
Wcrld, without diſtinftion upon all Nations, and Perſons of alt Religions, 

Their laft Piracy; was this in the Indies, the greateſt 13 1t ſelf, and like to be the moſt 
pernicious in-its conſequences, eſpecially as to Trade, conſidering the Power of the preat 
Moegull, «nd the natural Inclination of the Indians 19 Revenge : But they are now 
brought hither on their Tryal, and if the Matters, they are Charged with, ſhall be proved, 
70 rective that Fudgment from you, their Crime deſerves ; and that is Piracy, which by 
fo much excreds Theft or Robbery at Land 3 as the Intereſt and Concerns of Kingdoms and 
Nations, are above thoſe of private Families, or particular Perſons » For. ſuffer Pirates, 
and the Commerce of the World muſt ceaſe, which this Nation has deſervedly ſo great a 
ſhare in, and reaps ſuch mighty advantage by: And if they ſhall go away unpunijhed, when 
it is known whoſe SubjeEts they are, the conſequence may be, to involve the Nations con- 
eerned, in War and Blood, to the Deſtruttion of the [nnocent Engliſh inthoſe Countries, the 
zotal Loſs of the Tadian Trade, and thereby, the Impoveriſnment of this King dom. 


The Witnefles' for the King, »iz. John Dan, and Philip 
Middleton, were then called and Sworn, and in the Opinion 
of the Court gavea full Evidence againſt the Priſoners, which 
was very clearly furani'd up by the Lord Chef Juſtice Hot ;

H E, Opinon which this Court had of the Good Intenti- 

ons, Abilities, and Integrity of the laſt Grand Jury, was 
fo tully anſwered ar our late Meeting in this. Place ; chat I am 
confident all good Engliſh-men, who were Wirneſles of their 
Proceedings, will concur in giving them Publick Thanks, for 
the good Services which they then performed : I wiſh that all 
others, who were concerned in the Diſpatch of that Days Buſi- 
nels, had the like pretence to have the ſame; the Publick Juſtice 
of the Nation, would not then have lain under any manner of 
Reproach, neicher would you have had this farther crouble. But 
{eeing thar ir hath ſo happen'd, it is become ablolutely neceſlary 
that a farther, and a ſtrict Enquiry ſhould be made after thoſe 
Crimes which threaten, and tend to the Deſtruction of our Na- 
vigation and Trade, and therefore I am aſſured of your Patience,

© x. As tothe Crimes, I ſhall not repeat what was mentioned 

' touching all the particulars thereof, at the opening of this Seſſions ;

 thole are Piracies. 

Now Piracy is only a Sea term for Robbery, Piracy being a 
Robbery committed within the Juriſdiftion of the Admiralty ; if 
any man be aſſaulted within that Juriſdi&tion, and his Ship or Goods 
violently taken away without a Legal Authority,this is Robbery and 
Piracy.Ifthe Mariners of any Ship ſhall violently diſpoſſels the Ma- 
ſter,and afterwards carry away the Ship it ſelf,or any of the Goods, 
or Tackle, Apparel,or Furniture, with a ftelonious Intention, in-any 

lace where the Lord Admiral hath,or pretends to have Juriſdiction; 
this is alſo Robbery and Piracy ; the intention will, in theſe caſes, 
appear,by conſidering the end for which the Fa&t was committed, 
and the end will be known, if the Evidence ſhall ſhew you whar 
hath beendone. | 

3- Now the Juriſdiction of the Admiralty is declared, and de- 
{cribed in the Statute, and Commiſſion by vertue of which we here 
meet, and is extended throughout all Seas, and the Ports, Havens, 
Creeks,and Rivers beneath the firſt Bridges next the Sea, even un- 
to the higher Water-mark. 

The King of England hath not only an Empire and Soveraignty 
. over the Britiſh Seas ; but allo an undoubted Juriſdiction, and 
Power,in concurrency with other Princes, and States, for the puniſh- 
menr of all Piracies and Robberies at Sea, in the moſt remote 
parts of the World, ſo that if any perſon whatſoever, Native or For- 
reigner,Chriſtian or Infidel, Turk or Pagan, with whoſe Country 
we have no War,with whom we hold Trade and Correſpondence, 
and are in Amity, ſhall be robbed or ſpoiled, in the narrow Seas, 
the Mediterranean, Atlantick, Southern, or any other Seas, or the 
branches thereof, either on this, or the other {ide of the Line, it is 
Piracy within the limits of your Enquiry, and the cognizance of 
this Court. BS 

3. Concerning the Duty incumbent upon you in making your 
Enquiries,and Preſentments, you may conlider that there is a great 
Truſt and Authority committed to you,and therefore it will be ex- 
pected

pected that a ſuitable care ſhould be had, and your Power exectt- 
ted according to a well regulated difcretion : As you are, on the 
| one hand,to take care that the Court be not troubled,nor any man 
put in hazard of his Life, through any frivolous, or malicious Pro-. 
{ecution ; fo, on the other fide, and more eſpecially in the caſes of 
great, and publick Offences, you are to ule your utmoſt endea- 
vours, that Juſtice, the ſupport of Government, be nat obſtructed 
by any partial Proceedings. 

You are nor obliged in all caſes to require a clear and full Evi. 
dence, but only to examine till you find, and are ſatisfied in your 
Conſcignces, that there is ſufficient -and juſt cauſe to pur the Party 
accuſed upon his Tryal. You cannot convi&, but may in effect ac- 
quit the g@®ateſt Criminals, and therefore if you do but find proofs 
enough to create a Preſumprion againſt the Party accuſed, when 
the cale ſeems odious, and is of great conſequence,and importance, 
your ſafeſt way isto pur it in a proper Method for the Petty Ju- 
ry, who are to receive full {atisfation from the Evidence that ſhall 
be given in the preſence of the Party ; and according to that Eyi- 
dence, have power to determine whether guilty, or not guilty, 
condemn, as well as acquir, 

And upon this occaſ1on, ſeeing many who are upon that Ser- 
vice are preſent, it ſeems fic that they ſhould allo know that they 
have no power to do more or leſs than what is agreeable to the 
Evidence : They are not to interpole in points of Law, or to be 
ſwayed by any conſideration whatloever, but what ſhall ariſe from 
the proofs judicially made ; they are indeed Judges of the Fact, 
but they are not Arbitrary; they are as much reſtrained by the di- 
Ctates of Conſcience formed and convinced by reaſonable proofs, 
as the Judges on the Bench are by the Rules of Law. 

No man can believe juſt as he liſts, and therefore a determina- 
tion, or judgment at will and pleaſure will never be thought ro 
deſerve the name of a Verdi&: for whateyer may be pretended, 
the World will not be perſuaded thar a Jury hath purſned the di- 
Cates of Conſcience, unlels fome reaſonable grounds for its pro- 
ceedings ſhall appear,and therefore, whenever it ſhall happen char 
notorious Malefactors eſcape unpuniſhed, notwithſtanding, that in 
the Opinion of moſt good men, there was a full and ſufficient Eyi- 
dence for their Conviction, it is to be wiſhed, and indeed it ſeems 
to me to be neceſſary, in caſes that relate to the Laws of Nations 
that the reaſons which induced ſuch a determination ſhould be 


oven 
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given for the publick ſatisfaction, otherwiſe, fince Forreigners look upon the 
Decrees of our Courts of Juſtice as the ſenſe and judgment of the whole Na- 
tion,our Enemies will be gladto find an occafion to fay, that ſuch Miſcreants 
as are out of the prote&ion of all Laws, and Civil Governments, are abetted 
by thoſe who contend for the Soveraignty of the Seas. The barbarous Na- 


tions will reproachus as being a Harbour, Receptacle, and a Neſt of Pirates, 


and our Friends will wonder to hear that'the Enemies of Merchants and of 
Mankind,ſhould find a San&uary in this ancient Place of Trade. Nay, we our 
{elves cannot but confefs,that all Kingdoms and Countries who have ſuffered 
by Engliſh Pirates, may,for want of Redreſs in, the ordinary courſe, have the 


| pretence of Juſtice, and the colour of the Laws of Nations to juſtifie their 


making reprizals upon our Merchants whereſoever they ſhall meet them up- 
on the Seas. If a Jury happens in theſe caſes to be too ſevere, there is room 
for Mercy, and I am confident, that upon a juſt repreſentation, the Innocent 
never failed of obtaining it ; but for a fault, neglect, or errour on the other 
hand, there is no relief tor injured Forreigners, but by their caring out, as 
we may be ſure they will, for themſelves, ſuch a fatisfa&tion, upon our 
Merchants as they ſhall think fit, whenever they ſhall have an opportunity ; 
and ſo our whole Nation muſt unavoidably ſuffer both in reputation and 
intereſt, and all as it were through our own default. | 

T hope what hath been ſaid upon this unexpeRed occalion,will not be look- 
ed upon as intended to influence any Jury ; Iam ſure it is far from being fo 
deſigned; Religion,Conſcience, Honour,common Honeſty, Humanity, and all 
Laws forbid ſuch Methods : There is no coubt but the Judge as well as rhe 
Jury-man then beſt diſcharges his duty, when he proceeds without favour 
or aftetion, hatred or ill-will, or any partial reſpe& whatſoever, 

Every man ought to be extreamly tender of ſuch a Perfon as he has reaſon 
to believe is innocent; but it ſhould be conſidered likewiſe on the other fide, 
that he who brings a notorious Pirate, or common MaletaQor to Juſtice,con- 
tributes to the ſafety, and preſervation of the Lives of many, both bad and 
good, of the good. by means of the aſſurance of proteCtion, and of the bad too 
by the terrour of Juſtice. It was upon this conlideration that the Roman 
Emperours in their Edi&tsmade this piece of ſervice for the publick good, as 
meritorious as any aQ& of Piety, or Religious Worſhip, ft, 

Our own Laws demonſtrate how much our Legiſlators, and particularly 
how highly that great Prince K. Z.the 5th. and his Parliament thought this 
Nation concerned in providing for the ſecurity of Traders, and ſcowrins the 
Seas of Rovers and Free-booters, Certainly there never was any Age where- 
in our Anceſtors were not extraordinary zealous in that affair, looking upon 
it, as it is, and ever will be, the chief ſupport of the Navigation, Trade, 
Wealth, Strength, Reputation and Glory of this Nation. | 

Gentlemen, our concern,as our Trade is, ought in reaſon to be rather grea- 
ter than that of our Fore-fathers; we want no manner of inducements,no mo- 
tives to ſtir us up,whether we conſider our Intereft or Honour, we have not 
only the ſacred Word, but alſo the glorious Adts of the beſt of Kings, which 
ſufficiently manifeſt to us,that the good and ſafety of this Nation, is the grea- 
teſt care of his Life z let every man therefore who pretends to any thing of a 
true Engliſh ſpirit,readily,chearfully follow ſo good, ſo preat, fo execllent an

India Men. Captain Every being Surpiifcd by thele Ships, taftened his Men and Water 
aboard to get out to Sea, that he might not be ſurpriſed in the Road without his Men 
on Board, who were come athore tor the Sick. And | told them, I will not go with 
you, I will rather truſt to the mercy of my Countrey-men, or the mercy of the Ve groes;

On the 17th day Capt. Hwumphrys calls, and ſays, My Men are gone 
aboard the Charles,1 think. And he calls out, ſays he, Mr. Dr-4t,Man the Pinnace. I bein 


then on the Deck, at night, the men all quiet, as 1 thohght, 1 went into the Pinnzcs 


and 1 was no ſooner in, but in comes 15 or 16 more [that knew of the Deiignz bur 


was then ſent, and knew it not. And they put off the Boat, and over-powered us; and - 


ſeyeral of us would have gone aboard-again,-and they would not ſuffer ns. And when 
we came aboard the Ship Charles, they had cut the Cables, and the Sails were looſe, and 
ſeveral Men went from the Charls to the James in a Boat; and they Commanded the 
Innocent to do what they pleaſed, with Piſtols and Cutlaces; and they Co nmanded 
m2 topo into the Hold, to do what they pleaſed. And I not knowing of this matter, 


the Men that were in the Boat called, Hand the Buckets, or we fhall Sink. And Theary: 


afterwards, that none went aſhore, but whom they pleaſed , that is, Every and' his 
Crew. And [not knowing of it, could not go; and it I had known it, 1 had not been 
admittzd to go. Then we were carried two Leagues without the Groyn.
